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ABSTRACT 

The purpose of this study is to assess in selected 
Vancouver elementary schools the drug education program utilizing the 
film "Drugs Are Like That." Questionnaire responses are summarized 
for: (1) parents who attended the advanced showings of the film with 
the subsequent discussions on drug abuse, and (2) principals, 
teacher, counsellors, nurses and Junior League volunteers who 
assisted with the drug education program for grades 4-7 at seven 
elementary schools. Analysis of responses showed that: (1) the 
majority of parents and resource personnel gave a "good" rating to 
the film, the evening program, classroom discussion, and the kit of 
drug information booklets; (2) most parents and resource perponnel 
indicated that the film was suitable primarily for grade ^ a^^d 
secondarily for grade 5; and (3) both groups agreed overwhelmingly 
that schools should share with parents the drug education of 
children.

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AN EVALUATION OF THE ''DRUGS ARE LIKE THAT'' PROGRAM 



Introduction 



The purpose of this study is to assess in selected Vancouver elementary 
schools the drug education program which utilized the film "Drugs Are Like 
That". This widely-acclaimed film produced by the Junior League of Miami 
is designed for intermediate grade pupils (9-11 years of age). The film was 
shown to introduce this preventative program and to promote pupil discussion 
with Vancouver Junior League volunteers who had received prior orientation 
to the drug scene by the Narcotic Addiction Foundation of British Columbia and 
the R.C. M. P. drug squad. Other school personnel (i. e. , principals, teachers, 
counsellors and nurses) also assisted with the discussion in the program and 
were prepared to continue it at a later time if the topic was raised again by 
pupils* 

As parental consent was required for children to participate in the program, 
an evening preview of the film was held for parents to become familiar with 
the program before it was implemented in the school. 

Evaluation of the Program 

The evaluation of this program consists of two parts. One aspect of this 
evaluation is an analysis of responses from parents who previewed and dis- 
cussed the film during the month of January. Questionnaires were distributed 
to parrnts during the evening meetings at nine elementary schools which are 
identified in the study by the lettered designators "A" to "I", Appendix A 
contains a summary of questionnaire responses from 537 parents. 

The other part of the evaluation examines the opinions of persons who assisted 
with the drug education program for pupils in Grades 4-7 in seven of the nine 
schools where the parent questionnaires were distributed. Questionnaire 
responses from principals, teachers, counsellors and nurses from tne seven 
schools "A" to "G" are summarized in Appendix B. Each letter designator is 
assigned to the same school in both Appendices A and B. 

Volunteers from the Vancouver Junior League were mailed questionnaires 
identical to the ones answered by school personnel. Responses from eight 
Junior Leaguers have been analyzed separately in Appendix B as their comments 
pertain to a variety of schools which participated in the "Drugs Are Like That" 
program but not necessarily included in Appendix A. 

It may be noted that for a few of the questions the sum of the percentages is not 
100%. This has resulted from the multiple responses to some items and from 
the "rounding off" of percentages. 



Summary and Conclusions 



This report summarizes the responses of: 

1« parents who attended the advanced showings at nine Vancouver elementary 
schools of the film ^'Drugs Are Like That'' with the subsequent dis- 
cussions on drug abuse, and 

2. principals, teachers, counsellors, nurses and Junior League volunteers 
who assisted with the drug education program for pupils in Grades 4-7 at 
seven elementary schools. 

The following trends have been noted in the questionnaire responses from 537 
parents and 49 resource persons who assisted with the program. 

1. The majority of parents and resource personnel gave a **good'' rating to 
the film **Drugs Are Like That" (rathei than the other ratings of 
•'excellent'*, ''fair** or ''poor'*). Both groups of lespcndents generally 
indicated that the film was: 

(a) more "preventative" than remedial", 

(b) more "subtle" than "direct", 

(c) more "not based on fear" than "fear-based", 

(d) more "positive" than "nepative", and 

(e) more "rational" than "em.otionar*. 

2. Most parents and resource personnel indicated that the film was suitable 
primarily for Grade 4 pupils and secondarily, for pupils in Grade 5. 

3. From the four ratings ("excellent", "good", "fair" and "poor") the 
majority of parents rated as "good" or "fair" the effectiveness of the 
evening program in generating a better understanding of drugs and in 
assisting discussion of drag problems with children. The format of the 
evening meetings was generally a combination of large and small group 
discussion. 

4. From the four alternative choices ("excellent", "good", "fair" and 
poor") the majority of resource personnel rated as "good": 

(a) the relevancy of the classroom discussion to the message of the 
film, and 

(b) the effectiveness of the discussion with pupils in generating a 
better understanding of drugs. 

Resource persons also indicated that most pupils participated in the discussions. 
There was a wide variety of discussion formats (i. e. , large group, small group 
and combination of large and small group) used in the classroom after the film 
was shown. The respondents signified that it would be helpful to have the area 
counsellor serve as a resource person in the follow-up class discussions on 
drugs. 
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5. The kit of drug information booklets was rated "good" by the majority 
of resource personnel, (rather than "excellent", "fair" or "poor"). 

6. Both parents and resource personnel agreed overwhelmingly that schools 
should share with parents the drug education of children. There was 
almost unanimity that parents, followed by the school, should be 
responsible primarily for the drug education of children. 

7. Additional comments on the film, discussion, and drug education by 
parents and resource personnel indicated that the majority of both 
groups reacted favorably to the film "Drugs Are Like That" and to the 
discussion on the misuse of drugs.

There was almost unanimity that parents, followed by the school, should be 
primarily responsible for the drug education of children (see Table II). 

10. Further Comments: 



A total of 400 respondents (74%) madi no further comments. The remaining 
137 questionnaires (26%) contained the following comments which are summarized 
below. One limitation to this question is the relatively large number of persons 
who did not respond. Accordingly, the following comments may not necessarily 
reflect the opinions of all parents who attended the previev/s of the film "Drugs 
Are Like That".

A total of 16 respondents (33%) made no further comments. The remaining 33 
questionnaires (67%) contained the following comments which are summarized 
below. 
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(a) Film - There were both positive and negative comments. 
Positive Comments : 

*'The film 'Drugs Are Like That' is adequate for children** - 3 
•*The film is also suitable for Grade 3 pupils*' - 1 

Negative Comments; 

*'The film should provide more specific information" - 1 
''The sound track of the film is not clear enough" - 1
